NEW YORK, May 25.—(4)—Eli 
Shonbrun confessed to murder to- 
day—to save his sweetheart, Mad- 


eline Webb, from a possible death 


penalty. 

A slight, pale, unheroic-looking 
figure, Shonbrun made a valiant 
attempt to convince a jury that he 
and his- uncle, Murray Hirschl, 
were solely responsible for the 
robbery-slaying of Mrs. Susan 
Flora Reich, wealthy Polish refu- 
gee, in a Hotel Sutton suite on 
March 4. 

“Murray and I murdered the 
woman entirely alone,” he yelled 
from the witness stand while Miss 
Webb sobbed convulsively. 

Shonbrun is charged along with 
Miss Webb and their friend, John 
D. Cullen, with first degree mur- 
der in the killing of Mrs. Reich. 

The uncle, Hirsch], also is under 
a murder ictment for the same 
crime, but has been granted a 
separate trial to enable him to ap- 
pear as the state’s chief witness 
against the three defendants. 

“Murray and I were in that 
room alone,” said Shonbrun. “l 
had sent Madeline away. She 
didn’t know a thing about it.” 

Hirsch] had arranged for some- 
body—but not Madeline Webb—to 
telephone the bejeweled Mrs. 
Reich and invite her to the hotel 
at 1 p. m. on March 4, Shonbrun 
insisted. 

“Madeline left at noon. I know 
the time because the radio was 
playing. Mrs. Reich came a little 
after 1 o'clock. 

“I invited her in and told her 
Madeline was ill and had gone out 
to see a doctor. 

“I waited for her to take off her 
gloves, and then I admired her 
ring. I told her I was a jeweler 
and asked her to let sth see her 
ring. She said she couldn't get it 
off. and I said, ‘Don’t you want 
to use some soap and water?’” 

Mrs. Reich began to be suspi- 
cious then, Shonbrun testified, She 
got up, saying she would wait 
down in the hotel lobby until 
Madeline returned. 

“Murray struck her and knocked 
her back in her chair,” said Shon- 


brun. 

“With his hand,” said Shonbrun. 

“T remonstrated with him. I was 
afraid to leave her alone in the 
apartment with him,” Shonbrun 
added and insisted that murder 
was no part of the robbery plot, 
that Mrs. Reich's death was. “acci- 
dental and unfortunate.” 

Again Shonbrun said, with a 
tender glance for Miss Webb, 
“Murray and I murdered her, it's 
an act for which I'm willing to 
pay.”

Nazi Ships Sunk, ) 

The Soviet night communiqué 
said merely that “in the Kharkov 
direction battles continued” yes- 
terday and that especially violent 
fighting raged on the Izyum-Bar- 
venkova front, 

Pravda reported that Red naval 
fliers of the northern Soviet fleet 
sank two German destroyers and 
an 8,000-ton transport during the 
past few days. A third destroyer 
was listed as probably sunk, 

On the front immediately before 
Kharkov, field dispatches reported 
that Marshal Timoshenko’s resum- 
ed advance had progressed meas- 
urably, although only over the 
most violent and tenacious of Ger- 
man resistance, to overrun a num- 
ber of German defense points, one 
an important center of resistance. 


The counterattacks endlessly 
thrown in by Nazi Field Marshal 
von Bock meantime were being 
beaten off ~S the bloodiest strug- 
~| les yet to be fought in the 14 
kas of the battlé for Kharkov. 

Fight Wild Crescendo. 

All accounts received here 
agreed that the fighting had reach- 
ed a wild crescendo, and these 
were supported by official descrip- 
tions of isolated but fairly typical 
actions. 

In one of these, for example, 
German forces “surrounded in a 
settlement fought on from every 
house and pillbox—some of the 
latter being buried Nazi tanks— 
until they were utterly smashed 
by Russian artillery and apfantry 
fire.

mained on the defensive. 

(The German command 
claimed that “in the area 
south of Kharkov” the bulk 
of three Soviet armies had 
been encircled and that all 
their efforts to break out had 
failed “with extremely heavy 
Igsses for the enemy.” 

(This could have referred 
either to the main Kharkov 
front or to Izyum-Barvety 
kova, more ‘likely the rigs Ss 

30 Villages Claimed. *. 


(The Nazis also asserted 
that they had recaptured 
some 30 villages “in the cen- 
tral sector.” This again was 
not clear: It could have re- 
ferred to the center of the 
Kharkov fighting or to the 
central Russian front west of 
Moscow.) 

The midday communique of the 
Soviet command reported of the 
main Kharkov front only that 
“offensive operations” by Red 
troops were continuing. 

“In the Izy m-Barvenkova di- 
rection,” it added, “our troops 
carried out defensive operations 
against enemy tanks and infan-

Slightly Warmer Seen 
For Atlanta Area Today 


As a general rule nothing 
changes as fast as the weather, 
but Atlanta is enjoying a fairly 
consistent run right now. And the 
prediction for today “slightly 
warmer in the afternoon.” 

The low yesterday was 54 and 
the high 76, 


The battle was described as the

Some units of the 
Japanese reached the city's walls 
and were attempting to scale them 
when the main body of the ad- 
vancing troops broke and re- 
treated. 

Rall Junction Bombed, 

In Hunan province, the impor- 
tant railway junction of Hengyang 
was subjected to its fourth bomb- 
ing attack in four days, 16 bomb- 
ers raiding the center of the city 
and then flying north over Chang- 
sha. 

The Japanese force in Chekiang 
province was estimated at 100,000. 
Kinhwa is the provincial capital 
and the most important Chinese 
communications center in the east. 

The high command said Kinh- 
wa was being attacked from all 
sides but the southwest, but de- 
clared the town still was in Chi- 
nese hands, and that a Japanese 
column which had seized Kien- 
t 1, 28 miles to the north, had 
failed in an attempt to cross the 
Chientang river, 

500 Japs Drowned. 

More than 500 Japanese were 
drowned, the communique - said, 
and Chinese dispatches said the 
column in its first attack north 
of. Kienteh had been routed and 
2,000 casualties inflicted. 

Japanese columns were report- 
ed northeast and southeast of 
Kinhwa, while another force 
reached a point near Lanchi, only 
12 miles northwest of the city.

‘Run Out of Burma,’ Gen. Stilwell Admits 


NEW DELHI, May 25.—(INS) 
Lieutenant General. Joseph WwW. 
Stilwell, admitting that ‘we got a 
hell of a beating” in Burma, de- 
clared today that, with additional 
American planes and_ probably 
some American troops, the atra- 
tegic country can be reconquered. 

Stressing the importance of 
Burma, the American general who 
commanded Chinese troopa there 
in a gruelling campaign said that 
the land of pagodas and jungles 
would serve as the avenue for a 
United Nations offensive back into 
southern China to drive the Japa- 
nese out. 

He predicted that this will even- 
tually come to pass. He gave his 
first-hand appraisal of the Burma 
tragedy in an interview in New 
Delhi's luxurious Imperial hotel 
affer leading his staff of 104 and 
a group of refugees on a three- 
week trek out of the Burmese 
wilds where friendly natives pro- 
vided them with chiek and home- 
brewed beer that saved them from 
starvation.

Through his testimony, Special 
Prosecutor James A. Branch 
sought to show Miller was evict- 
ed because he had set a ceiling 


of $4 per ton on sand asphalt to 
be bought by the highway board. 

Miller said Rivers had urged 
him to accept the position as high- 
way chairman and he did so re- 
luctantly. He then said that, after 
an investigation, he had decided 
the state was paying too much for 
sand asphalt and caused the high- 
way board to pass a resolution 
fixing $4 per ton as the top price. 
This was on November 26, 1939, 
he said. 

Referring to his eviction De- 
cember 2, 1939, Miller merely said 
he was “held out of office.” He 
said in October of 1938, Rivers 
had asked him to leave the high- 
way board for the welfare de- 
partment, but he refused. He 
quoted the former Governor: as 
saying his services in the highway 
department had been satisfactory. 

“I told Rivers,” he said, “that 
Dr. Evans and others were dis- 
satisfied with the way I ran the 
highway department.” 

Miller then said he had discon- 
tinued the use by the department 
of emulsified asphalt, because he 
thought the bids too uniform. 

Another indictment charges 
Evans with fraud in connection 
with the sale of this road-build- 
ing material to the state. 

Miller said he had felt the state 
ought to buy asphalt from pro- 
ducers as cheaply as from any 
broker.

He did not know, he said, the 
Southeastern was an Evans com- 
pany. 

In answer to a question, the wit- 
ness said Governor Rivers had 
taken over budgetary control of

Obligations Mounted. 

He then said that in June, 1939, 
the obligations of the highway 
board amounted to $3,000,000 but 
that in July of 1940 they had 
grown to $13,000,000. 

After he had been reinstated as 
chairman of the board as the re- 
sult of a decision of the supreme 
court, Miller testified that execu- 
tive authority had been invested 
in Highway Engineer W. R. Neal 
and that he, although chairman, 
was unable, despite repeated ef- 
forts, to learn information about 
purchases of sand asphalt during 
his absence, 

The state here introduced three 
orders issued by Neal to depart- 
ment heads. One instructed them 
that only department heads should 
divulge any records of the high- 
way department. The second or- 
dered them to send all communi- 
cations to him. The third noti- 
fied them that Roy Flynt, his sec- 
retary, was authorized to ask for 
information. 

Talmadge Assists. 

Financial assistance provided by 
Governor Talmadge in the vrobe 
which resulted in the indictment 
of Evans was brought out during 
the testimony of Howard Ham- 
rick, of Solicitor General Boykin’s 
staff. Hamrick said he, his sten- 
ographer and two part-time assist- 
ants were paid by Assistant At- 
torney General Lint Johnson. 

Prosecutor Branch objected to 
this testimony, but Defense At- 
torney H. A. Allen said: 

“I want to show that Talmadge 
planted folks down in this office 
to make this investigation.” 

Judge Virlyn Moore, presiding, 
ruled out this statement. 

Hamrick testified that before 
December 1, 1939, the state only 
purchased $477,680 worth of sand 
asphalt, but that after that date 
until the end of the Rivers’ regime, 
purchases of this material amount- 
ed to $6,387,008. 

Hamrick then said a large por- 
tion of this amount went to firms 
either owned or represented by Dr. 
Evans, after the gviction of Miller.

RiversPayment 
To Belser Told 
By Musgrove 


Former Secretary Testi- 
fies Here in Defense of 


John Greer Jr. 


Downing Musgrove, Valdosta 
lawyer who served as executive 
secretary to former Governor 
Rivers, testified in federal court 
yesterday he saw Rivers in a 
downtown hotel room last January 
give Morgan Belser “upwards of 
$500” to pay for some real estate. 

Musgrove, who took the stand 
in defense of John W. Greer Jr., 
former State Highway  Depart- 
ment purchasing agent, charged 
with violation of anti-trust laws, 
was ostensibly referring to the 
property which the government 
holds Dr. Hiram W. Evans planned 
to present to Greer as a gift. 

The defense is attempting to 
show Greer bought the land for 
Governor Rivers as a hideaway 
where he might escape the cares 
of his office. 

“The Governor gave me acheck 
for around $650 to $700 and asked 
me to get somebody in the hotel 
to okay it and get it cashed,” 
Musgrove testified. He said he 
returned with the cash and Belser 
was given “upwards of $500 of it, 
the Governor took the remainder 
and he received a receipt from 
Belser which he turned over to 
the Governor. 


Lewis, Murray 
Reported as 


Shaking Hands 


Estranged Union Chiefs 
Meet Face to Face 
at Parley. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(4)— 
John L. Lewis and Philip Murray, 
reported estranged, met face to 
face for the first time in months 
today and observed all the ameni- 
ties of polite company as the pol- 
icy committee of the United Mine 
Workers convened without’ unto- 
ward incident. 

Although neither the miners’ 
chieftain nor their vice president 
would personally confirm what 
happened behind closed doors, 
competent observers said Lewis of- 
fered Murray the floor and Mur- 
ray, accepting, arose and extended 
his hand. Lewis took it and there 
was a rising applause. Murray, it 
was further reported, compliment- 
ed Lewis in his speech for his “dis- 
tinguished leadership.” 

Lewis, delivering the opening 
address, described himself as a 
“‘one-union man” since November, 
1940, when he yielded the presi- 
dency of the CIO to Murray. He 


|had pledged himself to resign if 


Wendell Willkie was not elected 
President. Lewis was understood 
to have added that the miners’ 
union had no place for cliques or 
divisions caused or inspired by 
anyone’s ambitions. Some individ- 
uals, some unions, and some na- 
tions cannot stand success, he was 
reported to have told the meeting. 

The miners’ president said the 
union had reached the peak and 
intended to remain there. Saying 
he had been devoting himself ex- 
clusively to the one union, Lewis 
stated that he had made no public 
utterance this year, except for his 
suggestion last January for a re- 
sumption of peace efforts with the 
AFL. It was Murray’s cool re- 
ception to that suggestion which 
had estranged them.

Rector, who has a shock of snow 
white hair — equally white 
moustache, recafls such personali- 
ties as Diamond Jim Brady, Lil- 
lian Russell and Death Valley 
Scotty,.who were frequent guests 
at the restaurant on Broadway 
which for several generations bore 
the Rector name and was famous 
for its elegant cuisine. 

Diamond Jim Brady, George 
Rector said, had the “appetite of 
four men.” He was fond of 
double \porterhouse steak sprin- 
kled with chops. And that was 
only the entree to his dinner. He 
liked huge oysters and a special 


oyster about 6 inches in diameter ‘ 


was ordered just for him. Of these 
Diamond Jim ate three dozen at a 


time. 
Lobsters Are Next. 

After the oysters he consumed 
two large lobsters in a wonderful 
sauce, usually a thermidor, or. one 
dozen hard-shelled crabs. Using 
these as a starter, he then got 
oe to the steak sprinkled with 
chops. ' 

“My father once asked Diamond 
Jim how he knew when his ap- 
petite was sated,” Rector recalled, 
“to which Brady replied, ‘When I 
sit down to dinner I leave four 
inches between me and the table 
and when that space is filled in 
I then move back four more 
inches.’ 

“Lillian Russell was very, very 
beautiful, a natural blonde, 
weighed around 165 and didn’t 
diet a bit,” said Rector. “But,” 
he added with sprightliness, “that 
was the day of curves.” , 

Rector thinks inexpensive cuts 
of meat, when well cooked in a 
savory sauce with vegetables, 
make the very best of eating. He 
proclaims southern fried chicken 
as wonderful and he likes south- 
ern cornbread. 

Sugar in Cornbread. 

He doesn’t approve of putting 
sugar/in it the way northerners 
do. Firmly, he said “I call it van- 
dalism to put sugar in cornbread.” 

A thorough believer in the en- 
joyment of good food, Rector ad- 
mits that even in the company of 
such an authority as Emily Post 
he dunks “a little” and “sops a 
lot.” Sopping, says he, is the only 
way to get the full effect of good 
gravies and sauces. |

Grady Tribute 


Paid at Athens 
By T. W. Reed 


92th Birthday of Noted 
Georgian Is Observed 


at University. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION, 

ATHENS, Ga., May 25.--T. W. 
Reed, veteran registrar of the uni- 
versity, addressed students in the 
Henry W. Grady School of Jour. 


nalism here today in commemora- 
tion of the 92d birthday, May 74, 
of Henry W. Grady, pioneer south- 
ern journalist and former edit6r of 
The Atlanta Conatitution, for 
whom the School of Journalism is 
named. 

Presided over by John E. Drew- 
ry, dean of the School of Journal 
iam, the exercises were sponsored 
by the university chapters ol 
Sigma Delta Chi and Theta Sigma 
Phi, national professional journal- 
istic societies. Mr. Reed, also a 
former editor of the Athens Ban: 
ner, was introduced by Beryl Se)- 
lers, of Fort Gaines, president of 
Sigma Delta Chi and editor of The 
Red and Black, campus newspaper. 
Betty Jane Horton, Anderson, S. 
C., president of Theta Sigma Phi, 
made the response. 

Grady Employe. 

Mr. Reed, who was an employe 
of Grady on The Atlanta Cons{itu- 
tion and who had the privilege of 
living in the Grady home, spoke 
of the famous editor from per- 
sonal recollections as a “. . . jour- 
nalist, as an orator, as a statesman, 
as a constructive genius and as a 
man.” He said: 

“The University of Georgia Is 
proud that he bore from her halls 
the degree of bachelor of arts; the 
journalists of Georgia treasure the 
rich heritage he left in the won- 


‘ders he wrought in the great pro- 


fession he loved so well; the peo- 
ple of Georgia, the south and the 
nation gratefully acknowledge the 
debt due him for his magnificent 
contribution to their advancement 
and betterment in so many ways; 
the Henry W. Grady School of 
Journalism of the University of 
Georgia esteems itself rich beyond 
compare in the honored name it 
bears and in the opportunity to 
pasa on from generation to gen 
eration the magic story of his life 
and achievements.” 

Taking pride in his association 
with Grady, the veteran registrar 
related “. .. that in those days of 
boyhood it was my high privilege 
to enjoy the intimate acquaint- 
ance and cordial friendship. of 
Henry W. Grady to live three years 
in the home of his beloved mother, 
to receive from him an inspiration 
that caused me to lift my eyes up 
to the mountain tops, to receive 
from her the loving care and moth- 
erly love that blossomed in unfad- 
ing beauty in her heart of gold.” 

Mr. Grady had a strong consti- 
tution, and a determination to 
fight for right, explained Mr. 
Reed. 

Word Picture. 

The formér Constitution editor, 
though not “. ..a man of com- 
manding physical appearance,” 
often gained for the south the 
sympathetic ear of the nation. His 
vivid portrayal of the return of 
the Confederate soldiers to their 
homes after Appomattox . deliv- 
ered entirely impromptu in an- 
swer to Dr. T. DeWitt Talmadge’s 
picture of the returning Union 
soldiers “. . . will forever remain 
as one of the gems of American 
oratory,” Mr. Reed emphasized. 

“Mr. Grady was essentially the 
friend of the down and out,” de- 
clared Mr. Reed. “He attached 
little value to money beyond 
what he could use it for in help- 
ing the other fellow.” He realized 
the fact “, .. that agriculture 
alone, no matter how rich or 
varied its resources, cannot estab- 
lish or maintain a people’s pros- 
perity, and that no common- 
wealth ever came to greatness by 
producing only raw materials.” 
He advocated over 65 years ago 
the diversified agriculture which 
we are just attaining.

Under Consideration 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(AP)—A plan under which 
family breadwinners might be assured of draft deferments 
until the ranks of eligible men without dependents were 


exhausted was under consideration in congress today. 

Senator Johnson, Democrat, Col- 
orado, predicted that the Senate 
Military Committee would approve 
legislation tomorrow empowering 
President Roosevelt to alter the 
Selective Service System by classi- 
fying family men into separate 
groups, to be deferred until other 
men had been inducted. 

This legislation, its backers 
thought, might help to relieve un- 
certainty in the minds of men with 
dependents, who now may be call- 
ed into the Army in the discretion 
of local boards.

In one slashing offensive, it 
said, Chinese troops recaptured 
Sinteng, one the north bank of 
the Chientang and only 10 miles 
from Fuyang, one of the bases 
near Hangchow, from which the 
Japanese started their offensive 
May 15. 

Numerous clashes of Chinese 
mobile columns with Japanese 
along the borders of Kiangsu 
and Anhwei provinces to the 
north and in Hupeh province to 
the northwest were announced. 
Seeking to emulate the feat 
of the defenders of Changsha, 
Hunan province capital which the 
invaders have failed to take and 
hold in three major offensives, 
large bands of Chinese which 
were pushed aside in the Japa- 
nese rush toward Kinhwa began 
closing in on the enemy's com- 
munication lines, attacking his 
troop movements and supply 
columns. 

Kengtung Menaced., 

The Chinese communique told 
of renewed bitter fighting in the 
wo sections of the far southwest- 
2rn war theater. 

In eastern Burma, south of the 
Burma Road, it indicated that, as 
a result of new Japanese attacks, 
Kengtung, perched in the hills be- 
tween the Salween and Mekong 
rivers, was in a dangerous posi- 
tion, It said the battle was raging 
enat, south and west of that Shan 
state capital 60 miles north of the 
Thailand frontier. 

North of the Burma Road the 
Chinese reported continued prog: 
ress in tlearing the Japanese out 
of their mountain positions west 
of the Salween. 

Chinese have stated that 150,000 
Japanese troops have poured into 
Burma, however, and the Chinese 
press, repeating the cry of a few 
days ago, called for Allied aid to 
be rushed to China who, it was 
said, is fighting not only her own 
hut the United Nations’ battle.

BUFFALO, N. Y., May 25.—() 
“We are in the business of making 
airplanes and we are making air- 
planes of extermination,” Presi- 
dent Lawrence D, Bell, of Bell 
Aircraft Corporation, said today. 

Bell’s problem, he said, is not a 
question of production — “which 
has already been settled satisfac- 
torily’’—but a need for experienc- 
ed ground crews to keep the 
planes in condition to fly. 

The Bell Airacobra, the most 
deadly ship manufactured for pur- 
suit fighting, is now being flown 
to battle stations in various parts 
of the world. It is a fast, reliable 
ship, powered by a liquid-cooled 
engine, with a number of guns, 
including one cannon. 

“What we need, now that the 
problem of plane production is 
settled, is enough men to keep the 
ships operating,” Bell told corre- 
spondents on the National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers’ ‘‘produc- 
tion for victory” tour. 

“An airplane pilot is a tempera- 
mental engineer who knows how 
to fly the ship, shoot the guns and 
bring her back to where she came 
from without anything missing. 
But the men we need—not only 
here but in other countries where 
our ships are flying—are ground 
crews which can see that the 
planes are properly filled with 


and which will not let our boys 
down when they get up in the air.” 

Women are becoming increas- 
ingly more important in the air- 
plane industry, Bell declared, be- 
cause they are willing to accept 
work under almost any condition 
and “they have a greater desire to 
get the job done than men.” 

Bell disclosed for the first time 
that his Airacobras are being 
flown to their fighting stations. 

His ideas about war, as the curt, 
hard-spoken executive talked to 
correspondents, were boiled down 
to “we are likely to be extermi- 
nated and we've got to fight to 
live.” 

“We hope to win this war in 
1942,” Bell said, “but this is not 
a war of combat—it’s a war of ex- 
termination. We are making the 
exterminating machines, we can 
keep on making them, but what 
we need are the-ground crews to 
‘keep ’em flying.’” 

Lieutenant Colonel William L. 
Kimball, resident representative 
of the Army air forces, headed a 
demonstration of target practice 
over water at Fort Niagara, N. Y. 
He fired a number of rounds from 
the plane’s cannon, some of which 
did not hit the target. 

Bell said later that it would be 
“highly desirable” if sufficient am- 
munition were allotted to his com- 
pany to allow full firing tests of 
guns before the completed planes 
were turned over to the Army.

There is tremendous significance in the re- 
cent decision by the War Production Board 
to devote fullest endeavor, from now on, to 
production of war equipment and war ma- 
terial, rather than to construction of new plant 
facilities. Of course there will be some ex- 
ceptions to this general rule, but the over- 
all picture, from now on, will be one of pro- 
duction instead of construction. 

This means that our days of preparation 
to fight, in the production field, are practically 
over. We are now ready and have begun the 
battle of the assembly lines, in dead earnest. 

More than that, it means that our leaders 
are satisfied we can, with the present facilities, 
produce so fast that we can ¢asily surpass 
the best the Axis can possibly achieve. The 
decision itself is an evidence of confidence in 
our immediate ability to decisively whip Hitler, 
Hirohito, Mussolini, cémbined, in the important 
race to put mechanized fighting armies in the 
field. 

This same fact gives added credence to 
the belief we shall launch a new offensive 
in Burope this year. That is the much-discussed 
“second front.” We would not be turning our 
all-out effort to production for immediate use, 
instead of to construction for future produc- 
tion; we would not be landing tens of thou- 
sands of our troops tn Ireland, if we did not 
plan such an offensive. 

Presupposing such an offensive will achieve 
at least sufficient success to take some of the 
pressure off the Russi@m armies and thus per- 
mit them to keep the offensive against Ger- 
many from the east, it is rather safe to pre- 
dict that, while the war will not, in all prob- 
ability, be over this year, the final defeat of 
the Axis will be so certain for 1943 that even 
the German and Japanese people will know 
that as fact.

Strength in the Air 

If, as promised, the Allies will soon be able 
to send 1,000 bombers a day over Germany, 
day after day, it is quite possible that this air 
supremacy will be the deciding factor in the 
war. For, with such a force, they should be 
able to do what they have done to Luebeck 
to scores, hundreds of German industrial cen- 
ters. Such smashing of the industrial heart 
of the Nazi war machine can only result in 
crippling the Nazi armies, in disrupting the 
German economies and communications and 
in shattering the morale of the German people. 

Such a force could so pave the way for land 
invasion that no longer would it present an 
almost insurmountable problem. 

The indications that complete mastery of 
the air from the west is either achieved or near 
are numerous. In the first place, while plane 
production is necessarily a military secret, 
it is well known that the United States is now 
turning out bombers which, both for quantity 
and quality, are stupendous. British produc- 
tion is said to be equally remarkable. 

Add to this production achievement the fact 
that the empire training program for flyers, 
in Canada, has scored another outstanding war 
success and it is reasonable to believe that not 
only have the Allies the planes necessary for 
complete domination of the skies, but they also 
have the men to form their crews. 

It may be the picture formed from these 
various indications is too optimistic. But none 
can deny there is a bright side to the im- 
portant war news of the spring, as well as 
e dark. 

If, as stated, we can use 1,000 bombers over

Gasoline and Rubber 

Perhaps Americans who are tempted to use 
more gasoline than they need; who are in- 
tlined, some of them, to complain about the 
rationing of automobile tires, would change 
their habits and attitude if they realized that 
the basic cause for their temporary incon- 
venience is the determination of American 
Army leaders to create the best panzer di- 
visions in the world, They are inflexible in 
their purpose to have a mechanized army 
faster than anything possible to Hitler. Not 
only faster, but more powerful and less apt 
to break down in the stress of conflict. 

Despite all claims of advocates of synthetic 
rubber, it remains an inescapable fact that real 
rubber is tougher, wears better and is alto- 
gether more desirable than any synthetic 
product. The Army wants its equipment on 
real rubber, in so far as possible. 

Part of this determination is based upon 
confidential reports from the Russian front, 
which reveal the ersatz rubber of German 
wheels was one of the principal reasons why 
Hitler’s legions didn’t reach Moscow last year. 
Too much of their equipment broke down 
through failure of the ersatz rubber tires, 

It is undeniably true that curtailment of 
gasoline strikes a serious blow at American 
peacetime economy. This nation’s modern life 
is built upon the rubber used in transporta- 
tion. That transportation cannot be dras- 
tically curtailed without serious impairment 
to the manner of life and the business of the 
country. 

But, by all that is factual, this is war! We 
cannot expect to win such a war as we are now 
fighting without serious sacrifice for all of us. 
We must, simply, tighten the nation's eco- 
nomic belt to the last notch, must grin and 
accept any stringency the war imposes upon us. 

Undoubtedly there should be gasoline ra- 
tioning on a nationwide basis. Not so much 
to save gasoline—which is plentiful in regions 
with adequate transportation systems—bul to 
force a saving of rubber. No family should 
be allowed more than five tires, ,regardless of 
the number of cars it may possess. Careful 
planning of transportation can make one car 
do for any family. 


It is quite possible it may be necessary to 


requisition several million cars, now privately 
owned, before 1943 is ended. Thousands now 
holding gasoline ration cards for greater 
amounts than they need will find themselves, 
whether they like it or not, placed in the “A” 
card class, after July 1. Gasoline rationing will 
be imposed on the entire nation. 

It is going to be tough, tougher than we 
have, most of us, yet dreamed. 

But the Army wants the rubber. And, when 
our sons and brothers, fathers and husbands 
are going out to face the most ruthless foe in 
all history— 

Well, what the Army wants it must have. 
We are all, surely, agreed on that. 


Another Air Victory 

North Americans, particularly those living 
in the United States, will be pleased to know 
this country's short wave radio is winning the 
battle of the air waves in Latin America, And 
why? The reason there, too, is a source of grati- 
fication, for it is simply something that has 
been part and parcel of our way of life and 
thinking ever since the country began to 
emerge as the greatest power on earth. And 
that is summed up in the word—quality. 

The United States is winning this vital battle 
because it is offering better programs that the 
Nazi-Fascists. The peoples of the Latin-Amer- 
ican countries prefer to listen-to our broad- 
casts, rather than those of our enemies, on the 
sheer basis of quality, getting more for their 
time and money. Thus a fundamental factor 
around which is woven 80 much of the pattern 
of the average American's daily life comes to 
the fore at a time when we need to muster 
every ounce of resource at our command. 

Encouraging too is the fact the American 
broadcasts of news rate highly with the peoples 
of the Latin-American nations. Many South 
Americans frankly tell visitors they will not 
believe words heard on the air unless the 
broadcast comes from the United States. In 
connection with these broadcasts of news and 
propaganda, it is interesting also to observe the 
Nazis spend more than $160,000,000 a year on 
this sort of thing. Yet simple quality, instead 
of quislingism, pays off with the listeners.

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WASHINGTON PARADE

EXPERTS MYSTIFIED WASHINGTON, May 25.—Hitler’s 
failure to attack in the Middle East 


and his long delay in starting a full-fledged Russian offensive, with 
the consequent gift of precious time to the Allies, has left the 
military experts frankly puzzled. There is something mysterious 
about it all, 

What the mystery is no one professes to know, but competent 
observers say the answer should be forthcom- 
ing soon. It may be, qualified persons have 
suggested, that the Germans are planning a 
desperate attack in some new direction, out- 
side of Russia. 

Senator Walter F. George, past chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee and 
one of the best informed men in congress on 
war events, believes that such an attack may 
be made 6n Iceland. There British and Ameri- 
can forces have established a highly important 
outpost for the protection of the steady stream 
of supplies being sent to England and Russia. 
It would be vastly to Hitler's advantage to cap- 
ture that vital position. , 

Although the matter has not been publicized, 
there is evidence enough that British and 
American authorities are anticipating an attack 
on Iceland. Recently we had the news that 
the principal city of the island, Reykjavik, was 

being evacuated of all women and children, who are being sent 
to safer points in the interior, That looks like we are expecting 
something. 

One highly regarded foreign military expert on Washington's 
Embassy Row, who prefers that his name not be used, has re- 
called that the German high command has always boasted in the 
past that it would “dictate the rhythm of the war.” Why then, 
he asks, has Germany delayed her big effort in Russia this year so 
long and allowed Soviet Marshal Timoshenko to get the jump around 
Kharkov? 


SITUATION OUTLINED Like most military men, this ob- 


server is cautious in his opinions, 
but he has outlined the situation as he sees it somewhat as follows: 

“For once,’ he said, “the Germana do not seem to be sure of 
themselves. In the past, they have managed to have only one front 
and one opponent; they have been able to prepare an attack care- 
fully and conduct it skillfully. Today that is all changed. They 
appear to be uncertain. 

“Why have the Germans been talking about an offensive in 
Russia this summer? It may be that their losses last year, and 
during the winter, were so great that they have had trouble pre- 
paring for a new offensive. 

“On the other hand, it may be they are reluctant to play one 
big card by trying to knock out the Russians. There is now the 
menace of a new front in the west. The raids of the RAF, such as 
those on Rostock and Leubeck, may have forced the Germans to 
call back much of the Luftwaffe from Russia. Actually, we don't 
know where the bulk of the German air force is,

the national sense of justice. Cer- 
tainly it would not have violated 
the’ American system.

Politics amounted to a con-| 

fession that Browder 
was a victim of New Deal political 
persecution because he waa con- 
victed and sentenced at a time 
when he and his party were at- 
tacking President Roosevelt as a 
warmonger and the whole effort 
of the group was exerted to serve 
Adolf Hitler by obstructing our 
preparations to fight. him in an 
inevitable war. If he was not a 
political prisoner then he should 
have remained in prison, but in 
no case could the cause of unity 
be given legitimate consideration 
in weighing his petition. 

Aside from the dangerous cyni- 
ciam of the stated reasons for 
Browder's release it should have 
warned an alert people that the 
sympathy of the New Deal for 
Communists is again at work in 
the government in Washington.

ONE WORD MORE 
By RALPH McGILL. 


“HERE FORMED—” HARVARD UNIVERSITY (By Mail.)— 
In a corner of the Cambridge common 
there is a simple stone. On it one may read that on the spot the 
mén of the Cambridge area formed, on the night of April 18, 1775, 
and marched from that spot to participate in the Battle of Lexington. 
That was the running fight In the noon- 
day sun in which the shots were fired which, 
Mr. Ralph W. Emerson said, were heard 

around the world. They were, 


I stood there in the dusk of a warm after- 
noon, with the grass smelling sweet after a 
shower, and tried to picture them. 

They were, for the most part, farmers. 
There was a tavern keeper or so. (The Ameri- 
can Revolution was made in the taverns.) There 
was a tradesman or 80. But moat of them 
were farmers. 

One can think of them waiting there, greet- 
ing neighbors as they hurried up. Paul Re- 
vere, the copper afd silversmith, was passing 
the word out from Boston. They knew that. 
Abraham Watson and Richard Dovin, on the 
outskirts of Cambridge, had seen some British 
aoldiera riding out into the night. Watson 
and Dovins were returning from a meeting 

of ‘‘The Committee of Safety,” in what is now Arlington, when they 
saw the British. They got back to the tavern and the word was 
sent. In Boston, 800 soldiers had been seen to fall in. Revere rowed 
across the river and started his ride. The lanterns were hung in 
the old North church. 

History was about to be written. But that night, as the New 
World slept, and the Old World rolled into the light of the sun, no 
one worried about it. The German King of England siept well. No 
one was concerned about the farmers walking through the night. 
THAT NIGHT— I went inside the fence and stood there by 

the stone. I could imagine those men that 
night, April 18, 1775. Theyssmelled of the fields and of barns and 
of milking. They talked, one may be sure, in whispers, hoarse 
with excitement, 

There must have been a few women, hovering in the distance, 
fearful, afraid, Yet angry, too. 

There undoubtedly was some fretting at some late farmer. But 
at last they all were there. They started out to walk tne long 18 
miles to Lexington. Their rifles were heavy. Their powder horns 
slapped and rattled at their hips. 

One can picture them along the road, keeping an eye out for 
the British; being joined by nefghbors along the way. One can 
follow them along that road and think of the sound of their feet; 
the barking of dogs at farmhouses; the challenging voices of those 
who joined them; the lights in farmhouse windows. 

In all the little towns that night there was activity. The roads 
and the fields came alive with the grim-faced, hard-bitten farm- 
ers, tradesmen, 

They got to Lexington, They came in all morning. They were 
ordered to disperse, They fired instead, a daring, costly but cou- 
rageous answer, 

A few of them died, The British went back and said they had 
dispersed a mob. 

But history picked up her pen and opened up a new book and 
began to write a book that is not finished yet and, please God, 


never will be finished. 

A NEW SONG I stood theré by the stone feeling a very great 
emotional surge and thinking about what a 

Harvard professor, William Y. Elliott, talking to us at thé Harvard 

Institute of War Problems, had said that day. 

He had been talking about how our soldiers, sailors and marines 
were fighting. He told of how our few destroyers and cruisers, 
outnumbered and doomed, had gone into the Java sea battle with 
all their guns blazing and how most of them had gone down. 

He told of how they were -giving us the news in such small, 
sugar-coated doses. 

“Great God,” he said, “here this nation is with the greatest 
tradition in the world, and we go along letting Hitler sell the world 
and his people a tradition about a mythological lout named Sieg- 
fried. 

“We've got to come alive about this war; as alive as the men are 
who are fighting it. We cannot go along reasoning about how 
sweetly we must treat our enemies at the peace table; about how 
we must not repeat mistakes; or questioning the gasoline ration- 
ing or complaining about a few small comforts which are missing. 

“Where are our emotions, our songs? Why hasn't someone given 
us a fong about ourselves, about our own tradition? If we don't 
come alive and realize that this is a desperate war, so far being 
won by those who hate and despise us and who would enslave 
and destroy us, then we may lose it. It is not won yet. It is 
not even being begun to be won. All we have had so far is ‘God 
Bless America.’ And all the new songs have been just extra verses 
of it.” ; 

Well, he was angry. But right. The story of the Java sea and 
the men who went in with all their guns blazing, knowing they 
were going to almost sudden death, should have aroused this 
nation as it has never been aroused in ita history. But we fumbled 
it and never felt it. Only those who got the telegrams beginning, 
“We regret to inform you... 

Standing there by the stone, I could feel the feet of the men 
marching that night and hear their voices, I could hear the scratch 
of History's pen as she began to write.

Since we were forced into this war, there has been much talk 
of racial equality. Realizing our need of all the friendship and co- 
operation we can win, our leaders have promised all races equality 
of freedom and opportunity after the war. 

Such an offer seems reasonable and fair, yet in practice in our 
own land it would be suicidal. A game isn’t fair unless superior 
players are given a handicap. 

There are races that simply cannot compete on equal terms. 
For example, in Asiatic regions where competition was free, Chinese 
merchants and farmers and laborers always drove out the Japanese, 
The Japs won only where they were subsidized or supported by 
force, 

But as the Chinese can thrive under hardships that defeat the 
Japs, so the Japs can prosper under conditions that are unbearable 
to white men. 

This was demonstrated on our Pacific coast, where the Japs 
were rapidly gaining control when the war interfered. Since they 
work like beavers, co-operate, live on little and multiply like rab- 
bits, their complete dominance of the coast was only a matter of 
time and arithmetic. 

They earned all they got. Truck farmers welcomed them as 
workers, for they were ideal help, but they soon became indepen- 
dent. They saved their wages and pooled their savings to buy land, 
or they leased land by offering more than white men could pay. 
They prospered because they and their wives and children worked 
in the fields “from sun to sun’’—walking on their knees or bend- 
ing their backsehour after hour as long-legged white men cannot, 

They formed .associations and gained control of markets by 
underselling the white man or refusing to handle his produce. 

By the same means, beginning as humble servants and endur- 
ing all things to learn the business, they gained almost complete 
monopoly of the hotel business in the larger cities. 

For years they have monopolized the fishing business, and 
they were fast gaining control of bazaar merchandising. Where 
race prejudice held them back, they employed a white dummy to 
“front” for them and the true owners appeared to be employees. 

White men could do as well by. sacrificing American standards 
of living, but they won’t do it. And they will not or cannot work 
as hard as the Japs do |

Pepsi-Cola End 
Long Dispute

Row Over Trade-Mark 
Settled After British 
Court Decision. 


NEW YORK, May 25.—(#)— 
The Coca-Cola Company and the 
Pepsi-Cola Company, an official 
of the latter said today, have 
finally settled litigation over their 
trade marks, which have been in 
use in this country more than 39 
years. 

The official said settlement had 
been agreed upon following a de- 
cision by the judicial committee 
of the privy council, highest cour‘ 
in the British Empire, that the 
trade mark Pepsi-Cola did not in- 
fringe the trade mark Coca-Cola. 

As a result of the decision, the 
official said, litigations pending 
throughout the world are to be 
dismissed without cost to eitner 


party. 

The Pepsi-Cola official. ex- 
plained the dispute as follows: 

The Coca-Cola trade mark was 
registered with the United States 

tent office in 1888. That of 

si-Cola was registered there 
in 1903. 

About four years ago Coca-Cola 
Company, Ltd., began suit in Can- 
ada on the grounds its trade mark 
was being infringed by that of 
Pepsi-Cola Company, Ltd., and 
won a decision which was ap- 
pealed to the empire court, re- 
sulting in the privy council ruling 
last March 19 in favor of Pepsi- 
Cola. 

Meanwhile a similar suit was 
brought in Queens county, New 
York, by Coca-Cola although this 
has not been brought to trial. 

Meanwhile Pepsi-Cola attempts 
to have its trade mark registered 
in a number of Central and South 
American countries were opposed 
by Coca-Cola.

Stagger Traffic Plan Is Ready

trolleys and buses, it was pointed 


out, 
Cut Peak Loads. 

Use of the staggered-hours plan 
would mean tremendous decreases 
in rush-hour loads, proponents 
pointed out. For instance, the pro- 
gram proposes to cut the afternoon 
5 o'clock peak from 25,000 to 15,- 
200, the morning 8:30 o’clock peak 
from 20,330 to 10,200, 8 o’clock 
from 13,300 to 11,900, 9 o’clock 
from 13,500 to 9,000. and afternoon 
5:30 o’clock from 12,700 to 10,100. 


Information from three chief 
sources formed the groundwork 
upon which the plan was based. 
The recent cordon count made a 
month ago before gasoline ration- 
ing by the Boy Scouts furnished 
complete figures on the number of 
automobiles, passengers, trucks 
and pedestrians entering and leav- 
ing the downtown section between 
7 a.m, and 7 p. m. 

The Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Red Cross Women’s 
Motor Corps recently made a sur- 
vey of 1,300 Atlanta business and 
industrial concerns to determine 
how many workers they employ 
and at what hours they start and 
quit work. 

Data Compiled. 

Transportation engineers of the 
Georgia Power Company compiled 
data on the increasing number of 
public transit riders and the over- 
crowding of rush-hour service. 

Conservative estimates of war 
demands orpublic transportation, 
due to sharply reduced use of pri- 
vate automobiles, will require the 
buses and trolleys a year from 
now to carry at least 41 per cent 
of all persons moving in and out 
of downtown Atlanta, as compar- 
ed with 33 per cent now and only 
27 per cent a year ago. It is ex- 
pected that the transit total will 
reach 50 per cent by 1944, if cur- 
rent conditions continue. 

Automobiles, on the other hand, 
already have dropped from 50 per 
cent of the total a year ago-to 43 
per cent a month ago, when the 
cordon was made. It is estimated 


|} that a year from now only 33 per 


cent of the people will be riding 

downtown in autos, and this will 

drop to 24 per cent in 1944, 
‘Rush-Hour Loads. 

A year ago the average rush- 
hour load of a street car seating 
48 was 65 passengers. It has now 
grown to 67, and is expected to 
reach 76 a year from now, and 91, 
almost double seated capacity, two 
years from now. 

With the benefits of staggered 
hours, however, engineers esti- 
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mate that rush-hour loading will 
not exceed 67 passengers per 
street car next year and will be 
held to 72 passengers per street 
car the following year. 

“In presenting a carefully work- 
ed out staggered hours plan for 


Atlanta,” Mr. Wolf said, “the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce is in 
line with the trend of many other 
American cities which are taking 
a step that is a wartime neces- 
sity. We are confident that the 
plan will meet with the ready co- 
operation of every interest that is 
affected and of every citizen. 
No New Equipment. 

“Joseph B., Eastman, the nation- 
al director of defense transporta- 
tion, has called upon all commu- 
nities to solve their transporta- 
tion problems on their own initia- 
tive. He has said that they can- 
not expect to obtain any consid- 
erable amount of new transit 
“equipment, because the materials 
that go into street cars and buses 
are vital to war production. He 
has recommended staggered hours 
as the first and most important 
step in solving our problems.” 

“Staggered hours will benefit 
us in more ways than one. It 
will simplify our transportation 
difficulties. It will speed up traf- 
fic. It should improve shopping 
conditions by distributing the buy- 
ing peaks in the stores, and also 
by giving workers an extra half 
hour to shop in the afternoon. It 
should be of help to many other 
establishments, such as restau- 
rants, which have their own rush- 
hour problems.” 

The plan: was prepared by a 
subcommittee on engineering, un- 
der the Chamber of Comerce traf- 
fic safety committee. It has been 
four months in the making, and it 
is estimated that the equivalent 
of four and a half man-years of 
work has been expended on the 
project, including both the pre- 
liminary studies and the techni- 
cal development of the program.

The identity of the torpedoed 
ship presumably will be revealed 
when the survivors land, but lat- 
est reports said the Rio Iguazu 
was still unsighted off Recife. 
Maritime authorities doubted that 
the rescue ship would be allowed 
to enter the harbor if she arrived 
after nightfall except in a case of 
“serious emergency.” 

Authorities were cheered by the 
reports that the submarine had 
been sunk. The sinking followed 
repeated depredations by subma- 
rines in the South Atlantic.

News was scant on the sinking 
of the Axis submarine “by North 
American patrol planes” of Forta- 
leza, the capital of Ceara state 
in the northeast. 

The submarine was spotted by 
a patrol plane which unloaded “all 
its bombs” on the U-boat in the 
face of gunfire from the deck of 
the submarine while it was clear- 
ing away in an attempt to sub- 
merge.

Ten Seamen Die 


In 3 Torpedoings 


NEW YORK, May 25.—(4)—Ten 
seamen were killed in three Carib- 
bean torpedoings, the Third Naval 
District said today in announcing 
the sinkings. Rescue ships land- 
ed 118 survivors. 


The vessels were a medium 
sized United Nations merchant 
ship sunk April 16, a large Pana- 
manian merchant craft sunk April 
28 and a small Norwegian ship 
sunk May 2. 


Survivors of the Norwegian ship 
said the submarine captain gave 
them ‘food and medical supplies 
after their boat went down. Of the 
crew of 36, three were killed. The 
Norwegians were handed bandages 
and tins of meat and milk and 
supplied compass béarings before 
the U-boat disappeared. 

Survivors of the Panamanian 
vessel, torpedoed while silhouetted 
against a full moon, said they re- 
fused to accept food from the sub- 
marine and reached land safely 
within 24 hours. Two men of the 
crew of 50 were killed by the ex- 
plosion, 

The Navy said survivors of the 
United Nations boat were picked 
up within three hours. The sink- 
ing cost the lives of five men from 
the crew of 42.

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Doctors Urged 
To Volunteer, 


Or Be Drafted 


10,000 Needed at Once, 
Fulton Physicians Are 
Told. 


More than 300 Fulton county 
physicians sat politely attentive 


last night as they were warned if 
they neglected to accept Army 
commissions offered them, “your 
name will be reported.” 

There was no elaboration on this 
point, but the doctors understood 
that those who refused to volun- 
teer by invitation would be draft- 
ed for duty if they came within 
the selective service ages. 

Two arguments that have been 
advanced by physicians who be- 
lieve the Army is overstaffed with 
doctors just now met these simple 
explanations: 

1, Medical staffs in units are 
organized in expectation of battle 
casualties. Until those casualties 
occur in action, necessarily the 
units have a few more doctors 
than are needed. 

2. No plan of state medicine is 
contemplated. The present Army 
system merely gives civilian doc- 
tors the opportunity of nominating 
their brethren for duty in the 
Army Medical Corps. 

Needs 10,000 at Once. 

“The Army needs 10,000 doctors 
immediately,” said Lieutenant 
Colonel Bennett G. Owens, of the 
Army Medical Corps. “If enough 
doctors are not made available by 
our present plan, then the armed 
forces will have to take other 
steps to see that the soldiers get 
the proper medical attention.” 

The meeting at the new Fulton 

County Medical Center was at- 
tended by three-fourths of the 
members of the Fulton County 
Medical Society, the largest meet- 
ing the society has had in a long 
time. 
. Under the Army plan the Medi- 
cal and Procurement Service, or- 
ganized out of doctors in the area, 
passes on the qualifications of its 
own members. When that organi- 
zation recommends a doctor who 
is available for service, he is given 
an opportunity to “enroll.” If he 
fails to enroll, his name is re- 
ported to Washington. 

Georgia and the Fourth Corps 
Area have excellent records for 
the percentage of doctors who 
have volunteered, said Colonel 
Owens. 

“Organization Must Continue.” 
“I have heard some doctors 
argue that the Army ‘can’t need 
men right now, because the Emory 
medical unit has not been called,” 
said Colonel Owens. “I can only 
explain that there’s a spot for the 
Emory unit— Base Hospital No. 
43—and it will be notified on its 
M-Day. Until then, the organiza- 
tion of doctors for ‘other units 
must continue.” 

Dr. Lyndon Hill, one of a group 
of Negro physicians attending the 
meeting, offered the aid of all the 
physicians of his race “100 per 
cent for the Stars and Stripes.” 

Doctors were told the usual 
rank of a qualified young doctor 
is a first lieutenancy. Ranks high- 
er than that can be awarded only 
by the Surgeon General’s office 
on special application, taking se- 
riously into consideration ‘‘matu- 
rity and ability.” 

Any graduate of a Class A 
medical school can get a commis- 
sion, but he will not be ordered 
to active duty until he has served 
a year of internship, 

Under the present plan of pro- 
curing and assigning physicians to 
duty with the armed forces, it 
was explained, the War Depart- 
ment has no right to select any 
doctor unless he has been recom- 
mended by his fellow doctors. 
Stories were stressed to show how 
carefully the selection was made 
so that no hardship would be im- 
posed on any community. 

Other speakers at the meeting 
were Dr. J. Edgar Paullin, Dr, 
Edgar H, Greene and Dr. W. A. 
Selman.

When I asked the doctor 
about this he just snorted and said 
only crackpots worry about vita- 
mins and in this country every- 
body gets all the vitamins he 
needs from foods. (J. M. W.) 


Too many old-timers in practice 
still cover their ignorance by doing 
that little act. Unfortunately a 
good many of them actually be- 
lieve they are right about it—or 
rather they believe the big shots 
who introduced the act to the pro- 
fession were right, although the 
big shots themselves have lately 
seen the light and now’ recognize 
that the majority of people in this 
country suffer more or less from 
vitamin deficiencies. Trouble is 
that the big shots do not apply 
themselves so industriously to the 
business of getting publicity for 
themselves by telling the world— 
through medical and near-medical 
Magazines, popular magazines, 
newspapers—what they § think 
about it now. It will take five or 
10 years for the newer knowl- 
edge of nutrition to permeate the 
rank and file of the medical pro- 
fession and get the old timers’ no- 
tions clarified. 

Today any medical practitioner 
who is fairly familiar with the 
progress of medicine as recorded 
in current medical literature 
knows or should know, that it is 
the duty of the physician who 
prescribes a restricted diet for any 
purpose to see to it that the pa- 
tient supplements the diet with 
adequate daily rations of what- 
ever vitamins the special restric- 
tions may happen to reduce be- 
low the minimum required to 
maintain normal functional effi- 
ciency. The physician who fails to 
attend to this does not give his 
patient a fair deal. 

It is becoming increasingly man- 
ifest that notwithstanding the “sci- 
entific” pretensions of the voluble 


spokesmen of the profession a 
good many old timers who have 
not been able to . keep abreast 
of progress in recent years are 
now practicing the kind of quack- 
ery the correspondent describes, 
and sad to say, they usually get 
away with it.

How To Get the Most 
From Your Grocery Money 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


If you are looking for a spend- 
ing plan that will enable you to 
get the most for your money, a 
new book, “How to Spend Wise- 
ly” is what you’re seeking. Here 
is a guide to buying the six basic 


essentials—food, clothes, shelter, 
security, recreation and health—to 
really get your money’s worth. 

The authors are Stewart B. 
Hamblen and G. Frank Zimmer- 
man and they give specific infor- 
mation that should prove’ very 
helpful in these times of rising 
costs. What they have to say 
about the purchase of food is 
of special interest to the home- 
maker struggling to stretch her 
dollars. 

If you can manage to buy meats 
according to the grades set up by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, they point out, you 
will do much better than when 
you buy according to price or sim- 
ply take the word of your butcher 
as to quality. The grades are: U. 
S. Prime, or No. A-1; U. S. Choice, 
or No. 1; U. S. Good, or No. 2, and 
U. S. Medium, or No. 3. 

Although meat looks alike to 
most people, it has a wide range 
of quality. The greater the amount 
of fat, the more tender the meat. 
The whiter the color of the fat, 
the better the grade. When you 
buy sausages and other prepared 
meats such as frankfurters, bacon, 
ham, meat loaf, bologna, you 
should ask for U. S. Grade No. 1. 

You can eat beef rare but all 
kinds of pork should be thorough- 
ly cooked because of the parasites 
so aften present. You’ve heard of 
trichinosis, haven’t you? Well, you 
don’t want to get it! You run that 
risk every time you eat under- 
cooked pork. 

The difference in cost between 
lower price cuts of meat which 
make delicious stews and the 
higher priced ‘steaks and roasts 
may amount to as much as 25 
cents a pound. 

Like the fruit stand man who 
pleaded with his customers “no 
pinch da banan’—pincha da coco- 
nut,” the authors warn against 
unnecessary handling of fruits. 
The same goes for vegetables. 
Both are easily bruised and spoil- 
ed. The larger vegetables are 
usually the most expensive, but 
not always the best. Often a 
smaller size will serve your pur- 
pose just as well. See that the 
containers are full measure and 
look out for false bottoms and 
tricky boxes and baskets. 

The color of the eggs—brown, 
white or speckled—doesn’t matter. 
but freshness does. A few days 
will change the quality. They de- 
teriorate rapidly at room tempera- 


ture and should be kept in a re- 
frigerator or in a cool place away 
from strong foods like fruits and 
cheese, 

To go from food to recreation, 
the authors take the view that 
since you pay for your leisure, 
you should take an active interest 
in getting out. of it all you can. 
This doesn’t necessarily mean that 
you must expect to be entertained. 
Your choice of recreation should 
do more than that for you. It is 
the means of not only getting 
away from your work but of keep- 
ing you in trim so that you can 
do better work.

Wins Appeal 


Ambitious Author Acts 
as Own Lawyer, Scores 
Victory. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(?)— 
An ambitious author, acting as his 
own lawyer, won a round in the 
supreme court today in a suit 
against the Railway Express 
Agency for failing to deliver a 
manuscript he sent to Robert 
Benchley under a trick address 
for what he termed a “build-up.” 

Robert L. Peyton, of Waco, Tex., 
wrote a book entitled “Male and 
Female” and sent it “To Mr. Rob- 
ert Benchley, Address as Un- 
known as He Is Well Known, 
Hollywood, Cal.” Twenty-eight 
days later the express company 
returned it undelivered. 

Peyton seeks $750,000 damages 
from the express company—$250,- 
000 which he calculates the book 
would have brought at $2.50 a 
copy “for each of 100,000 copies 
usual and common in any good, 
not even best, seller”; $125,000 
which he figures the stage, screen 
and radio rights would have 
brought, and then “double indem- 
nity as exemplary damages for 
double charges both ways for no 
service.” He also wants the com- 
pany prosecuted criminally. 

His express receipt contained a 
$50 valuation and the federal dis- 
trict court, on motion of the com- 
pany, dismissed the suit on the 
ground that it could consider only 
cases involving more than $3,000; 
the circuit court of appeals up- 
held this dismissal. 

After Peyton filed his appeal 
to the supreme court, however, 
attorneys for the express com- 
pany said that they “find them- 
selves in the embarrassing posi- 
tion” of acknowledging that the 
federal court did have jurisdiction. 
But they contended that the lower 
courts were correct in ruling that 
Peyton could recover no more 
than $50. : 

Peyton’s reply brief—printed as 
impeccably as the company’s but 
containing some unusual language 
~—termed this stand of the com- 
pany’s counsel “a cheap trick” 
which “smells to high heaven.” He 
said that his case “might as well 
be the test case to eliminate all 
such previous abuses and establish 
equity to and for all beyond the 
power of lower courts to miscon- 
strue or alter, as well as set an 
example ...” To this end he 
asked the supreme court to render 
judgment for him or direct the 
lower court to do so. 

The supremie court wouldn't go 


so far as that. It merely reversed 


the lower courts’ dismissal of the 
case, and Peyton presumably can 
now proceed with the suit there.

Avila Camacho 
Asks for War 
Against Axis 


Ship Sinking, Rejection 
of Mexican Notes 
Denounced. 


MEXICO CITY, May 25.—() 
President Manuel Avila Camacho 
led Mexico a step nearer war 
against the Axis powers today 


with a call to congress to meet 
in extraordinary session and align 
the nation as a full-fledged bel- 
ligerent at the side of the United 
Nations. 

Only this congressional 
ration—regarded as a_ foregone 
conclusion—stands between Mex- 
ico’s entrance into the conflict; 
it is expected at a special “war 
session” Thursday. 

The presidential message, which 
had full cabinet approval, was 

quickly and unanimously ap- 
aaaeell by the permanent congres- 
sional commission, which func- 
tions while congress is not in ses- 
sion. 

Avila Camacho made three re- 
quests, for a formal declaration 
of war—the first such formal dec- 
laration in Mexican history—sus- 
pension of constitutional guaran- 
ties and emergency war powers. 
It was understood that he would 
go into details of his requests in 
presenting them personally to the 
congressional session Thursday. 

Avila Camacho in a preface to 
his requests bitterly denounced 
the Axis sinking of the Potrero 
Del Liano as an “unspeakable 
violation of the most rudimen- 
tary rights of peoples.” 

Then, he went on to say the 
Axis, “inspired with clear dis- 
dain for our rights as sovereign 
rm refused even to receive 

exico’s note of protest “and 
renewed their 
treacherous and unlawful atti- 
tude, sinking another of our 
ships, the Faja de Oro, which was 
returning empty and in ballast 
from | a northern neighbor mis- 
sion.” 

Detachments of sailors and ma- 
rines, under full equipment, 
marched through the capital dur- 
ing the day. One officer said that, 
like the army, these forces were 
under orders to patrol the city 
and guard important areas.

Reynolds’ Record, 


Frank H, Reynolds told the au- 
dience he had served as a member 
of the city’s governing body for 
20 years—10 as councilman and 
10 as alderman.

James R. Bachman directed the 
attention of his audience to the 
“dangers of factionalism and strife 
in council,” contending the times 
call for unity and harmony, He 
said he will achieve that. He also 
scored what he characterized as 
administrations “making a pawn 
of the tax dollar and making a 
circus out of the serious business 
of running your government.” 


Howard Haire said the candi- 
dates are entering the last lap, &nd 
“T am the dark horse and am hug- 
ging the rail.” He added he will 
do his best to meet city problems 
and to give voters a good govern- 
ment. “I'll do my best to give the 
people of Atlanta an honest, effi- 
cient government and to protect 
their best interests,” Haire said. 


“Your Business” ... White, 


John A. White said he wanted 
to talk to the audience about 
“your business, the city of At+ 
lanta.” He then proceeded to say 
that the Hartsfield administration 
brought $690,000 forward as a cash 
balance when the LeCraw admin- 
istration took over in 1941 and 
White became chairman of the 
finance committee. He then point- 
ed out that $790,000 was carried 
forward last year despite a $255,- 
000 annual reduction in the water 
rate for domestic users. 


Dewey L. Johnson promised to 
reduce the $2,754,000 which he 
said were paid last year in fire 
insurance premiums. He said he 
will end factionalism by not pun- 
ishing members of council for the 
way they vote in the mayor’s race. 
He said that Hartsfield says he 
favors department heads running 
their departments but that Harts- 
field got himself made a member 
of every council committee so 
that the former mayor could di- 
rect all departments. 


Best Advertised Man. 


William B. Hartsfield said he is 
the best advertised man in the 
race “because all of the candidates 
are jumping on me, but we are 
going to find out Wednesday that 
the only people who think I made 
a bad mayor are the eight or nine 
candidates.” He then said when 
he took over the city government 
it was “broke and busted, the 
equipment was worn out, the 
waterworks had reached its ca- 
pacity and the water supply was 
in danger.” 


George B. Lyle recounted since 
he has been mayor acting for 
two and a half months since Le- 
Craw went to the Army, he has 
worked out details for supplying 


water for the Bell Bomber plant, 


moved abandoned street car rails 
for use by the Navy, worked out 
the row between the city and the 
state administration and obtained 
support for civilian defense.

Of Merchants 
Frozen by OPA 


1942 Fall. Styles Limited 
to Prices Charged 
Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(#)— 


The Office of Price Administra- 
tion ruled today that 1942 fall 
styles of women’s and children’s 
coats, suits, dresses, blouses and 
many other outerwear garments 
could not be sold by retailers, 
wholesalers or manufacturers at 
prices higher than those charged 
last season. 

A special price order also for- 
bade any seller of such merchan- 
dise from adding any lines of gar- 
ments selling at higher prices than 
the highest-price line he handled 
last fall. 

This provision, an innovation 
in price regulations, in effect 
“freezes” the lines a merchant 
may handle, except that he may 
add lower-cost lines without hin- 
drance. 

The price order fixes as the 
maximum for each seller the high- 
est price charged by him for a 
garment of “substantially equal 
workmanship and quality” during 
a period July 1- September 30,
